"Summer Evenings" Bring New Live Entertainment, 
Family Fun Beginning June 1 at CMA 

CLEVELAND — The Cleveland Museum of Art's popular Summer Evenings programming will kick off 
June 1 and continue through Aug. 31, 2001, with music, dance, and film programming each Wednesday 
and Friday night. Hands-on art activities, lectures, storytelling, and an outdoor grill menu will be 
offered as well.

Highlights of the summer schedule include: the new world music subscription series Carnevale, 
a summertime version of the museum's celebrated VIVA! Festival of Performing Arts [see enclosed 
release]; 1998 Naumberg Violin Award-winner Axel Strauss; the Cavani String Quartet; and a screening 
of the 1924 silent film Peter PanWWh live musical accompaniment by Rochester, New York's 11-piece 
Flower City Society orchestra. Most other Summer Evenings events are free.

In 1998, Axel Strauss became the first German artist to win the Naumburg Violin Award and has since 
performed around the world with such stars as Itzhak Perlman, Felix Galimir, Ruggiero Ricci, and 
Mitsuko Uchida. On June 20, with accompanist Carl Cranmer, he will perform works by J. S, Bach 
{Chaconne in D minoi), Prokofiev ( Vio/in Sonata No. 2inD Majoi), Schoenberg {Phantasy, Op. 47). 

Korngold {Much Ado About Nothing, Suite, Op. 17). and Gershwin {Three Preludes). 

The Cavani String Quartet will return this summer on July 25, bringing along a number of 
friends, spouses, and acquaintances for a wide-ranging chamber music program called "Cavani 
QuartEtc." Works performed will be Dvofi^k's Terzetto, John Ferritto's Dialogues for Marimba and String 
Quartet, and Haydn's String Quartet in C major. Op. 33, No. 3. 
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Free Classical Music 
(Wednesdays at 7:30 p.m.) 

Performances will offer favorite works from past centuries and a selection of contemporary pieces, 
including world premieres and other works by living composers. On June 6, the program will be 
devoted to music by Margaret Brouwer of the Cleveland Institute of Music (Cl M). The New York Times 
has described her work as "bewitching ... with no obvious concessions toward styles of the day." Her 
music weaves together colorful sounds from the Renaissance to the present with delicate imagery and 
fast-forward rhythms. Head of the composition department at CIM, Brouwer is published by Carl 
Fischer and has recorded on the CRI, Crystal, Centaur, and Opus One labels. Performing Brouwer's 
music will be Jeannette Sorrell (harpsichord), Sandra Simon (soprano), Leon Bates (piano), Alice 
Weinreb (flute), and others. 

On June 13, the violin music of Igor Stravinsky will be performed by Rolf Schulte (violin) and 
James Winn (piano). One of the most distinguished violinists of his generation, Schulte will perform the 
Suite italienne, Eiegie, Duo Concertant, Divertimento, and transcriptions from Firebird, Le Rossignol, and 
Petroushka. 

Works by Handel, Billings, di Lasso, Monteverdi, Barber, Copland, and others will be offered on 
June 27 by Good Company, a vocal ensemble dedicated to the study and performance of music from the 
chamber choir repertoire. 

On July 11, Slovakian-born Michelle HradeckS will perform organ and harpsichord works by 
Bach, Messiaen, Couperin, and others. Hradecka won first prize in the 1994 Vamberk Baroque Organ 
Competition and has played recitals throughout Europe and the U.S. 

Cleveland Orchestra Assistant Conductor Steven Smith will lead the talented students of the 
Kent/Blossom Music Chamber Orchestra in works by Mozart and Beethoven on July 1 8. 

On Aug. 29, curator of musical arts Karel Paukert will join up with local artists to give Gartner 
Auditorium's McMyler Memorial Organ one last workout before the close of summer.
